Morton assured Mr. Godfrey tbat his 
daughter was a good teacher and tbat 
on the condition tbat she rccognlzc 
that the school board was supreme and 
tbat be (Godfrey) should not mix up in 
school affairs the daughter, who by the 
way is an excellent and fiopular Ceachcr. 

Mr. God­ 
frey did not like this reply and notified 
Mr. Morton that he was not legally 
elected a member of tho board ana 
that he proposed to make him trouble.

Property That Coat tha Governmont 
Thoueando of Dollare Sold for 
Laaa Than 8150. 


Several thousand dollars worth of 
condemned government marine prop­ 
erty was sold at public auction yester­ 
day at the government supply station, 
in St. Joseph, for leM than $160. 


Sail boats which cost the government 
from 0100 to 9300 each were sold as low 
as 96.50, and m a result some of the 
local admirers of water craft are the 
owners of pretty Millng vessels which 
oost them a very small fractional part 
of what the property was really worth. 
The boats had to be sold and the 
amounts paid for them were highest 
bids, and there was nothing for the 
government authorities to do but ac­ 
cept the outrageously small offers. At­ 
torney Frank P. Graves and Charles 
K. Farmer snatched up a bargain in a 
sail boat. They paid $11 for a boat 
that actually cost $200 and probably 
more. 
It is beautifully built and mag­ 
nificently furnished. 


Attorney £. S. Eelley, of St. Joseph, 
purchased a sail boat for $23 for which 
the government paid several hundred 
dollars. John Jonep inves ed $17 aod 
became the owner of a water beauty in 
the sbiipe of a Miling vessel 
H. W. 
Swigert and L. D. Wallace each pur­ 
chased valuable m U boats. the former 
paying $6.50 and the latter $7.50. 


There were other bargains outside of 
sail boats. 
A. Risto, of St. Joseph, 
bought a hoisting engine for $27; L. J.

Klees. Oats on good land which can 
rented, for $1 per acre yielded 
from fiO to 80 bushels an acre, the aver­ 
age being about 60 bushels.

are now worth 15 cents a bushel, or an 
acre would yield 19 in money.

seed cost fiO cents, the threshing of the 
sixty bushels 90 cents, the rent of the 
soil $4, or a total outlay of $5.40 to 
grow an acre of oats. The farmef for 
his labor makes 13.60 an acre. As 
farming is carried on on a wholesale 
scale the farmer can live at these fig­ 
ures and he lives in the hopes that 
oats will follow wheat.

Manager Maher of the Big Four car 
ferry line said last night to T h e Ne w s 
that three barges would be required to 
take care of the car ferry business be­ 
tween this place and the Wisconsin 
shore if the coal strike was off. 


The line although newly established 
is already a paying venture with one 
ferry in operation. 
The transport 
never leaves this harbor without a full 
cargo and always has her limit in 
freight when she arrives. 
The man­ 
agement is pleased with the outlook 
and it appears settled that the car fer­ 
ries are a permanent enterprise. 


Mr. Maher declares that with the 
coal mining industry in a healthy con­ 
dition the traffic of that fuel through 
this part to the northwest would be 
enormous, with car ferries to handle it. 


This, be says, is the most natural 
route for the shipment of the products 
of the West Virginia mines to north­ 
ern Minnesota and western points, but 
the insufllcient water in the harbor 
has made the traffic impracticable and 
unprofitable, as the big freighters 
could not enter here. 


West Virginia coal, the best product, 
such as is used bv lake steamers, can 
be delivered in St. Paul and Minnea- 
?>lls by the water route for $2 per ton. 
he same coal is sold at the mines at 
90 cents per ton, and the cost of trans­ 
portation if shipped here and delivered 
to the western railway lines by car 
ferries is so little that it costs no more 
in the Minneapolis market than Illi­ 
nois coal and is far superior in quality. 
The handling of coal, ^ therefore, 
through this port, Mr. Maher says, 
could be developed into a great indus­ 
try, and as soon as the strike is settled 
and the coal business assumes its equi­ 
librium efforts will be made to develop 
a market for the West Virginia pro­ 
duct in the Northwest, landing it there 
by the car ferry route between here 
and Manitowac. The traffic would be 
so extensive in the opinio*! of Mr. 
Maher that three big barges would be 
required to keep the railway yards 
clear ot cars. 


The Wisconsin Central 
is using 
all the ‘*tmpties” the company can 
possibly gather up and lately the car 
ferries here have been transfKirting 
empties when a full cargo of loaded 
cars was not on hand.

Sheriff Lowry went to Bunola yester­ 
day morning accompanied hy several 
deputies, and ordered the strikers off the 
public roads. An Injunction was served 
on Captain Walker, who Is In charge, 
and also on several of the men.

Pour hundred strikers 
on their way from Beaver Meadow to 
Mllnemrille marched through this city 
shortly before noon. The distsnce be­ 
tween Beaver Meadow and Milnesvllle Is 
six miiea The reporter for the Asso­ 
ciated Press talked with the leaders and 
It was learned that the Hungarians and 
Italians want to be recognised on the 
same basis as the English-speaking min­ 
ers. The English miners., they claim, get 
II.07 per day; Hungarlanslt.SO and 81.05*. 
the English laborers receive 81.50. and 
the Hungarians 81.15. 


When the Coleraine strikers reached 
Milnesvllle last evening after passing 
through this city they drove the 1,000 
men employed there from the strippings 
and breakers, shutting down the mines 
completely.

Title la tha Natural Routa for Hand- 
llnfftha Produotaof t^a Waat 
Virginia Coal Minas. 


Manager Maher of the Big Four car 
ferry line said last night to T h e N ew s 
that three barges would be required to 
take care of the car ferry business b^ 
tween this place and the Wisconsin 
shore if the coal strike was off. 


The line although newly established 
is already a paying venture with one 
ferry In operation. 
The transport 
never leaves this harbor without a full 
cargo and always has her limit in 
freight when she arrives. 
The man­ 
agement is pleased with the outlook 
and it appears settled that the car fer­ 
ries are a permanent enterprise. 


Mr. Maher declares that with the 
ooal mining industry in a healthy con­ 
dition the traffic of that fuel through 
this part to the northwest would be 
enormous, with car ferries to handle It. 


This, he says, is the most natural 
route for the shipment of the products 
of the West Virginia mines to north­ 
ern Minnesota and western points, but 
the insufficient water in the harbor 
has made the traffic impracticable and 
unprofitable, as the big freighters 
could not enter here. 


West Virginia coal, the best product, 
such as is used by lake steamers, can 
be delivered in St. Paul and Minnea­ 
polis by the water route for $2 per ton. 
The same coal is sold at the mines at 
90 cents per ton, and the cost of trans­ 
portation if shipped here and delivered 
to the western railway lines by car 
ferries is so little that it cost« no more 
in the Minneapolis market than Illi­ 
nois coal and is far superior in quality. 
The handling of coal, > therefore, 
through this port, Mr. Maher says, 
could oe developed into a great indus­ 
try, and as soon as the strike is settled 
and the coal business assumes its equi­ 
librium efforts will be made to develop 
a market for the West Virginia pro­ 
duct in the Northwest, landing it there 
by the car ferry route between here 
and Manitowae. The traffic would be 
so extensive in the opinio*; of Mr. 
Maher that three big barges would be 
required to keep the railway yards 
clear ot cars. 


The Wisconsin Central 
is using 
all the “tmpties” the company can 
^ sib ly gather up and lately the car 
'erries here have been transfiorting 
empties when a full cargo of loaded 
cars was not on hand.

iletala It has been deflnltety decided 
to start seversi mines along the Wheel­ 
ing division ot the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. The« preliminaries were ail 
eompleted last Bight and a decisive 
move can be expected at most any time. 


It was given out that* the Cleveland 
operators had gone to their homes for 
the ostensible purpose of awaiting the 
result of the St. Louis convention. Some 
of them went, but others did not. Those 
remaining behind were members of the 
newly appointed committee, whose duty 
It is to perfect the arrangements for 
starting some of the mines and in the 
end brealc (he strlkf. 


Mod« an Alllnnc« with ta« Iteilwnxi,« 
One of the first moves was to ^eC in 
touch with the railroad companies. The 
ofncials of the railroads at once agreed 
to co-operate with the operators in 
bringing about, If possible/ an era of 
activity In the coal producing industry 
of the Pittsburg district. It was made very 
Apparent that the railroads were losing 
a large amount of business and that 
they were fellow sufferers with the doal 
operators. 
After this agreement was 
made the %vork of hiring imported labor 
as taken charge of by a special sub­ 
committee. One of the principal rea­ 
sons for selecting the Wheeling dl- 
Ision of the Baltimore and Ohio is the 
fact that the mines along this road 
have been suppying coal for the loco­ 
motives of the railroad, and if coal is 
not furnished United States mall trains 
could not be run, and the wheels of the 
national government would be Inter­ 
fered w'lth.

Henry Ploershelm Is trying to get his 
miners to agree to go to work at the 
t9-cent rate and says they will do so. 
but that they fear personal violence. To 
these he has made the proposition that 
he will care for their families in case 
they are killed. Other operators who are 
willing to pay €9 cents do not think 
Ploershelm can get his men to work, 
and are not going to make any effort to 
start until the strike Is over. Barring 
McSweeney's detective agency on 
FV>urth avenue has been hiring men for 
the last day or two to go and guard 
mines, and Is said to have secured over 
100. James Jones A Sons have posted 
notices at their Catsburg and Ivll mines 
to the effect that the mines would l>e 
started up at the 69-cent rate when­ 
ever the men are willing to go to work. 
About &00 miners are affected, and a 
meeting will likely be held to consider 
the proposition.

Pittsburg,^ Aug. St.—The miners* lead« 
ers are more encouraged than ever over 
the prospect of an early settlement of 
the strike In favor of the diggera Efforts 
are now being directed to the mines 
along the Pennsylvania railway and the 
central Helds of Pennsylvania. District 
President Dolan addressed a meeting tft 
Ctertdge. Westmoreland county, Thurs­ 
day night, and the r<HMlt waa that the 
men decided to quit work. This iriéans 
the closing of two mines of the West­ 
moreland Gas Coal company, the larg­ 
est company of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
way. President Dolan says the wbrk 
will be systematically piuhsd and es« 
pects soon to have all the nlnse Idle. He 
says six mines have been closed In the 
central field and that work will be sus­ 
pended In the region within a short time. 


Sheriff Lowry went to BunoWi yester­ 
day morning accompanied by several 
deputies, and ordered the strikers off the 
public roads. An Injunction was served 
on Captain Walker, who Is In charge, 
and also on several of the men. 
The 
operators are preparing lo start their 
mines, but It is not likely any move to 
resume will he made until after the St. 
liouls convention and Labor l^y. There 
was a riot at the Champion mlnea Rob 
bins ik Co., near McDonald, yesterdsy 
monilng. The company put a lot of men 
at work loading slack and a mob of 500 
strikers* wives drove them off with 
stones and clubs and then undid what 
work had been done. At the same time 
1,000 strikers were on the march In the 
neighborhood and are now camped at 
the mine waiting for another attempt to 
start the works, which will be made. 


STRIKE AT SOME MORE MINKS. 


ReiilicHi to th« Slotomout That Ho Op|iu»eil 
m Caufsroaoo on Arbitrator.' 


Columbus, 
O., Aug. 28.—President 
Ratchford, of the United Mine Workers^ 
yesterday Issued a statement r<^plying 
to the operators of the Pittsburg dis 
trlct. The state|nent In part is as fol< 
lows: 
"On July 4 the strike was or 
dered by our executive council, and for 
six long weeks the operators made no 
feffort to bring It to a close, and then 
only by forcible methods. Their first 
meetlnif was held In Cleveland, where 
they determined to build stockades at 
üome of their mines In Pittsburg, to em­ 
ploy Pinkerton detectives and use Oat 
ling guns, and to this end decided to 
bear the expenses mutually of |i0,000 to 
carry their plans Into operation. One 
week later they called a conference of 
tho miners* representatives to meet 
them Jointly and endeavor to settle the 
difference by arbitration. Had the op­ 
erators really intended to bring about 
a satisfactory solution of this trouble 
they would have first met the miners, 
w'ho are always re»dy to meet with 
them. • • • • 


The public Is advised by them that we 
are opposed to arbitration: that we 
decline to attend a conference, and in 
fact that we will do nothing that is 
fair to end the present struggle; and 
further, that our organisation is being 
supported by operators In other states 
who want to continue the strike, as well 
as various other things calculated to 
change the course of public opinion 
From the beginning of this Btrike to the 
present time we have advised In favor 
of a conference of all the flelds in 
volved, and still invite It. 
We have 
never during that time been airiced by 
the operators of any Aeld to take part 
In a conference of any character. We 
have not opposed arbitration, and do 
not oppose it, but rather oppose the 
baksis upon which it is offered. 


First, because it is not based upon 
living rate of wages as proposed by the 
operators; second, because It is only 
proposed in one of the live states in 
volved In this suspension. State lines 
know no competition in the coal busl 
ness, Our strike covers a great coal 
Aeld, and our men employed by opera 
tors many of whom have large interests 
in the various states, and we take the 
position that if arbitration would settle 
this question it should l)e of a general 
character, and it must be based upon 
a living rate of wages.*’ Ratchford then 
States the proposition made by the min 
ers at the Pittsburg conference. It has 
hssa substantially covered in these dis 
patches.

Haselton, Pa.. Aug. 21.—The expected 
strike at V’an Wyckle's Colralne and 
Beaver Meadow collieries tof»k place yes­ 
terday morning. The Hungarians and 
Italians are masters of the situation, and 
000 men are Idle pending the decision of 
the foreign element.‘Thursday night th(‘ 
foreigners held a meeting, and at a late 
hour they visited the homes of their 
countrymen, pulled them out of l*ed and 
delivered the edict. When the officials 
arrived at No. 2 collery they found the 
mine door closed and a placard bearing 
the word “ Stragk" placed upon It. This 
was the announcement of the strike. 


Two hundred men marched to the ca­ 
nal, where they were Joined by 100 more. 
They then went to the breaker. The 
bosses and coal and Iron police tried to 
stop them, but they wei« huatled aside 
and the breaker was oleared.. The car­ 
penters and blacksmiths were driven 
fro mthe shops. Pour hundred strikers 
on their way from Beaver Meadow to 
Milnesville marched through this city 
shortly before noon. The distance be- 
tw'een Beaver Meadow and Mlinesvllle Is 
six miles. The reporter for the Asso­ 
ciated Press talked with the leaders and 
It was learned that the Hungarians and 
Italians want to be recognised on the 
same basis as the Bnglish-^aking min­ 
ers. The English miners^ they claim, get 
1.97 per day: Hungarlansll.SO and $1.65; 
the English laborers receive 91.S0, and 
the Hungarians IMS. 


When the Coleraine strikers resched 
Mlinesvllle last evening after passing 
through this city they drove the 1.000 
men employed there from the strippings 
and breakers, shutting down the mlnea 
completely. The excitement was Intense. 
The streets were crowded with men and 
women, great crowds going from this 
city to Milnesville with the strikers. 
Last night a meeting was held and the 
Hungarians decided to stand by the 
Coleraine w’orkers for an Increase of 
wages. 
The English-speaking miners 
would go to work at once, but the for­ 
eigners are in a large majority and will 
not permit it.

Charles H. Godfrey, who bat Ihreat- 
ened to bring an InJuBetionsuit sgalBit 
the iohool board of Benton Harbor un­ 
less a new board is elected entire, 
said today that he meant business and 
though denounoed by everybody he 
would carry oht his plan to see his 
interpretation of the law carried out. 


Mr. Godfrey does not conceal the 
fact that his present contention is a 
personal matter and that he Is after 
the scalp of J. Stanley Morton, one of 
the most influential members on the 
board.

PropsrtyThat Cost the Government 
Thousands of Dollars Sold for 
Loss Than S 1 50. 


Saveral thousand dollars worth of 
condemned government marine prop­ 
erty was sold at public auction yester­ 
day at the government supply station, 
in St. Joseph, for less than IlSO. 


Sail boats which cost the government 
from $100 to $300 each were sold as low 
as $6.50, and as a result some of the 
local admirers of water craft are the 
owners of pretty sailing vessels which 
<^t them a very small fractional part 
of what the property was really worth. 
The boats had to be sold and the 
amounts |>ald for them were highest 
bids, and thfere was nothing for the 
government authorities to do but ac­ 
cept the outrageously small ofl^ers. At­ 
torney Frank P. Graves and Charles 
K. Farmer snatched up a bargain in a 
sail boat. They paid $11 for a boat 
that actually cost $200 and probably 
more. 
It Is beautifully built and mag­ 
nificently furnished. 


Attorney E. S. Kelley, of St. Joseph, 
purchased a sail boat for $¿3 for which 
the government paid several hundred 
dollars. John Jones Inves ed $17 and 
became the owner of a water beauty In 
the shape of a sailii^ vessel 
H. W. 
Swlgert and L. D. Wallace each pur­ 
chased valuable sail boats, the former 
paying $6.50 and the latter $7.50. 


There were other bargains outside of 
sail boat«.

cord and 1,500 pounds of manlla junk.

Pittsburg, Aug. 28.—The m iners' lead­ 
ers are moré encouraged than ever over 
the prospect* of an ^arly settlem ent of 
the strike in favor of the diggers. Efforts 
are now being directed to the mines 
along the Pennsylvania railw ay and the 
central fields of Pennsylvania. 
D istrict 
President Dolan addressed a m eeting at 
Claridge, W estm oreland county. T hurs­ 
day night, and the result w as th at the 
men decided to quit work. This means 
the closing of two mines of the W est­ 
moreland Oas Coal company, the la rg ­ 
est com pany of the Pennsylvania ra il­ 
way. 
President Dolan says the work, 
will be system atically pushed and ex­ 
pects soon lo have all the minee Idle. He 
says six mines have been closed In the 
central field and that work will be m s - 
pended In the region within a short lime. 


Sheriff Lowry went to Bunola yester­ 
day m orning accompanied by several 
deputies, and ordered the strikers off the 
public roads. An Injunction w as served 
on Captain W alker, who Is In charge, 
and also on several of the men. 
The 
operators are preparing to sta rt their 
mines, but It is not likely any move to 
resume will be made until afte r the St. 
Louts convention and Labor Day. There

**0n July 4 the strike w as or­ 
dered by our exécutive council, and for 
six long weeks the operators m ade no 
effort to bring II to a close, and then 
only by forcible methods. 
Their first 
m eeting w as held In Cleveland, where 
they determ ined lo build stockades at 
some of their mines In Pittsburg, lo em­ 
ploy Pinkerton detectives and use G al­ 
ling guns, and lo lliis end decided to 
bear the expenses m utually of 810.000 to 
carry Ihelr plans Into operation. 
One 
week later they called a conference of 
the m lnsrs’ 
representatives lo meet 
them jointly and endeavor lo sen ie the 
difference by arbitration. H ad the op­ 
erators really intended to bring about 
a satisfactory solution of this trouble 
they would have first m et the miners, 
who are' alw ays ready to meet with 
them. • • • • 


The public Is advised by them th at we 
are opposed lo arbitration: th a t we 
decline to attend a conference, and in 
fact th at we will do nothing th a t is 
fair to end the present struggle; and 
further, th at our organization is i)elng 
supported by operators In other states, 
who want to continue the strike, as well 
as various other things calculated to 
change the course of public 
opinion 
From the beginning of this strike to the 
present tim e we have advised in favor 
of a conference of all the fields in­ 
volved, and still invite i t 
We have 
never during th a t tim e been asked by 
the operators of any field to tak e part 
In a conference of any character. 
W 
have not opposed arbitration, and do 
not oppose it, but rath er oppose the 
basis upon which it is offered. 


F irst, because it is not based upon a 
living rate of wages as proposed by the 
operators; second, because it is only 
proposed in one of the five states in­ 
volved in this suspension. 
State lines 
know no competition In the coal busi­ 
ness. 
Our strike covers a great coal 
field, and our men employed by opera­ 
tors m any of whom have large interests 
in the various states, and we take the 
pasltion th at If arbitration would settle 
this question it' should be of a general 
character, and it m ust be based upon 
a living rale of wages." R atchford then 
ita te s the proposition made by th e min­ 
er# a l the Pllleburg conference.

Hazelton. Pa.. Aug. 28.—The expected 
strike at Van W yckle's Colralne and 
Beaver Meadow collieries took place yes­ 
terday morning. 
The H ungarians and 
Italians are m asters of the situation, and 
2,000 men are Idle pending the decision of 
the foreign element. Thursday night tbr* 
foreigners held a meeting, and at a late 
hour they visited the homes of their 
countrym en, pulled them out of bed and 
delivered the '‘tict. 
W hen the ofnolalti 
arrived at No. 2'collery they found the 
mine door closed and a placard bearing 
the word “S tragk" placed upon It. This 
was the announcem ent of the strike. 


Two hundred men m arched to the ca­ 
nal, where they were joined by 100 more. 
They then went to the breaker. 
The 
bosses and coal and Iron police tried to 
stop them, but. they were hustled aside 
and the breaker was oleared.. The car- 
pentersiand blacksm iths w ere driven 
fro m the shops. 
Four hundred strikers 
on their way from Beaver Meadow to 
Mllnesvllle marched through this city 
shortly before noon. 
The distance be­ 
tween Beaver Meadow and Mllnesvllle Is 
six miles. 
The reporter for the .Asso­ 
ciated Press talked with the leaders and 
it was learned that the H ungarians and 
Itallani^ w ant to be n.cognlxed on the 
same basis as the English-speaking mln 
ers. The English miners, they claim, get 
81.87 per day: HungariansSl.SO and 8185: 
the English laborers receive 81.50, and 
the H ungarians 81.15. 


When the Coleraine strikers reached 
Mllnesville last evening after 
passing 
through this city they drove the 1,000 
men employed there from the strippings 
and breakers, shutting down the mines 
completely. The excitement w as Intense. 
The streets were crowded w ith men and 
women, great crowds going from this 
city to Mllnesvllle 
with 
the 
strikers.

BIG BAR6ES. 


They Would be Required to Take 
Care of the Freight Buti- 
nen at This Place. 


IF THE COAL STRIKE WAS OFF. 


Ttilt la tha Natural Routofor Hand­ 
ling tha ProduotaofthaWaat 
Virginia Coal Mlnoa. 


Manager Maher of the Big Four car 
ferry line said last night to The News 
that three barges would be required to 
take care of the car ferry business be­ 
tween this place and the Wisconsin 
shore if the coal strike was off. " 


The l|ne although newly established 
It already a paying venture with one 
ferry In operation. 
The transport 
never leaves this harbor without a full 
cargo and always has her limit In 
freight when she arrives. 
The man­ 
agement Is pleased with the outlook 
and it appears settled that the car fer­ 
ries are a permanent enterprise. 


Mr. Maher declares that with the 
ooal mining industry in a healthy con­ 
dition the traffic of that fuel through 
this part to the northwest would be 
enormous, with car ferries to handle It. 


This, he says, is the most natural 
route for the shipment of the products 
of the West Virginia mines to north­ 
ern Minnesota and western points, but 
the insuftlcient water In the harbor 
has made the traffic impracticable and 
unprofitable, as the big freighters 
could not enter here. 


West Virginia coal, the best product, 
such as is used bv lake iiieamcrs, can 
be delivered in St. Paul and Minnea­ 
polis by the water route for $2 per ton. 
The same coal is sold at the mines at 
»0 cents per ton, and the cost of trans­ 
portation if shipped here and delivered 
to the western railway lines by car 
ferries Is so little that It costs no more 
in the Minneapolis market than Illi­ 
nois coal and is far superior in quality. 
The handling of coal, 
therefore, 
through this port, Mr. Maher says, 
could be developed into a great indus­ 
try, and as soon as the strike is settled 
and the coal business assumes its equi- 
em 


librium efforts will be made to develop 
a market for the West Virginia pro- 
I duct in the Northwest, landing it there 
by the car ^erry route between here 
and Manitowac. The trafile would be 
so extensive in the opinio»^ of Mr. 
Maher that three big barges would be 
required to keep the railway yards 
clear of cars.

Up to times within the memory of 
living men almost no one of means 
traveled through Europe without a 
courier. Before railroads were built 
and before good guidebooks were print­ 
ed be was almost indispensabla His 
tribe survives, but in greatly dimin­ 
ished numbers. To the self reliant trav­ 
eler he is of no use whatever. Indeed 
he is frequently a positive incumbranee, 
and worse. To my mind one of the 
great pleasures of travel is in learning 
to travel by myself. There are satisfac­ 
tion, pleasure and education in plan­ 
ning routes, deciphering time tables, 
making bargains, learning by observa­ 
tion the lay of the land. 


The time may have been when a 
courier could save a traveler more than 
his cost. Most certainly that is not the 
case now. On the contrary, as he gets a 
percentage on every purchase his party 
makes, which, of course, comes out of 
the purchaser in increased price, and 
as it is often for his interest to advise 
the more costly route, the more costly 
hotel or tbe more costly excursion, he 
eatt up much more than hit wages, 
while saving positively nothing. Bean 
declares that in a two weeks’ trip in 
southern Spain, which he made side by 
side with a couple having a courier, he 
invariably reached the hotel first, got 
better rooms and saw all the sights to as 
good advantage, yet the courier was. of 
his kind, an expert. The fact is that 
travel has become so general, tourist 
oompanies, railroads and landlords have 
ao well studied its needs, books are so 
plentiful, that you couldn’t very well 
get off the track or have a mishap if 
yon tried.—Herbert Luce in *'Going 
Abroad.”

"A mile and a half from tbe Fountain 
lotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
liidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At tbe entrance, as if on guard, stands 
tbe immaculate White Dome. Aione 
.pproachcs, he almost expects to be 
hallenged and asked for a countersign, 
f such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castie G ^ser, 
or the White Pyramid of tbe Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
kite, rather dome-shaped 
mound^, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most coofspieuous 
feature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
l)ase of75orl00 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

Toward the close of the nursing 
period, or when nursing is protracted 
through the entire hot summer, few 
mothers are able to nurse their grow­ 
ing babies as they ought. It is rare 
that the breast milk does not show a 
decided falling off in richness. Infants 
fed at the breast .on such milk, insufli- 
cient in qual ty and amount, soon show 
the effect in colicky attacks and in di­ 
minished growth from week to week. 
Their dreaping beads are continually 
moist, and a pained, drawn expres­ 
sion—the sign of weakness, often steals 
over their faces. 


No mother can be long in doubt 
about what to do. 


The food must be changed to a rich, 
safe diet of lactated food. Parents 
sometimes make the mistake of employ­ 
ing cow’s milk without personal knowl­ 
edge of ita fttneea for baby’s food; 
trouble ensues in many cases. Diarrhoea 
and cholera infantum result from just 
such ill-advised substitutes. FHilly one- 
half the infant deaths are caused by 
improper feeding.
